Additional disability insur­ 
ance protection at no extra 
cost has been approved for
 Cal-Vet" farm and home pur­ 
chasers, effective Jan. 1; 1958.

An increase from $70 to $80 
In monthly payments on behalf 

t $t disabled contract holders 
,,Was approved by the Califor­ 
nia Veterans Board, following 
study of a favorable experi­ 
ence report by the two insur­ 
ing companies.

Property Protected
Under the disability clause 

of the Home Protection Plan of i 
life insurance a veteran buying | 
his property with a state loan 
Who becomes unable to earn a J
 living due to injury or illness 
need not keep up his monthly , 
loan installments. Instead, the j 
Insurance companies will pay; 
9GO to the Department of Vet- 
erans Affairs, to be credited to 
the veteran's account, begin­ 
ning after the fim three
 months of total disability.
